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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 1 is the sole independent claim. Claim 1 is considered allowable over the 
prior art of record by claiming the combination of a cylindrically shaped instrumentation 
package for collecting sea data and a laterally extending stabilizer. None of the prior art 
patents disclose or obviate the instantly claimed laterally extending stabilizer that 
contiguously fit the round outer contours of the cylindrically shaped data collecting and 
instrumentation package. 

Dependent claims 2-5 are allowable since they further limit allowable claim 1.
